The charges were received in the house 
at noon yesterday and the ma‘iter was be- 
‘fore the lower body until nearly midnight 
last night before a settlement was reached.

He said the fair name 
of the state could not be stained by foul 
judges, and that the charges should be 
thoroughly sifted at once. 

Mr. Thomas, of Clarke, spoke in favor of 
the report and the resolutions. He said 
Georgia's honor was at stake, and that she 
must clear herself of the charge that her 
judiciary is corrupt and unworthy.

FIGHT CORBETT 


Pompadour Jim Has Signed a Contract 
with Stuart. 


BOB’S SIGNATURE IS WANTED 


Texan Swings a Purse of $15,000, 
and It Is for a Finish. 


PLACE OF BATTLE WAS NOT BEEN NAMED 


Mill Will Be Brought Off March 17th 
Next and There Will Be No 
Interference. 


New York, December 17.—James J. Cor- 
bett this afternoon, at Taylor’s hotel, Jer- 
sey City, signed articles of agreement to 
fight Bob Fitzsimmens to a finish on March 
17, 1897, for a purse of $15,000, to be given by 
Dan Stuart. 

The place of the battle is to be announced 
before February 17th. Stuart 1s to post a 
forfeit of $5,000 in the hands of Richard K. 
Fox or Al Smith, and Corbett and Fitz- 
simmons must each post $2,000 as a guaran- 
tee of good faith. George Siler, of Chicago, 
is named as referee. 

Corbett signed the articles before he no- 
ticed that they reserved all privifieges for 
Stuart and he became somewhat excited 
when he thought of the kinetoscope privi- 
leges. After some reflection he finally said: 

“I would not change the articles for 
$1,000,000, but if I find out Julian or Fitz- 
simmons get any share of the privileges 
money I will kick for my share.“ 

Corbett also said that he would like to 
have an additional clause inserted calling 
for a $10,000 side bet, in order that he might 
put himself right before the public on Fitz- 
simmons’s statements, but stated that as 
far as he himself was concerned he was 
ready to fight the Australian for a dime or 
for nothing: Although for obvious reasons 
no place was mentioned for the holding of 
the fight, it is not unlikely that the ren- 
dezvous will be in Mexico. 

Corbett and Stuart signed the articles, 
with ‘Parson’. Davies as witness. The 
business was to have been accomplished at 
The Police Gazette office, but when the 
party arrived there a couple of detectives 
were on the watch and it was decided to go 
to Jersey, as all hands rendered themselves 
liable to arrest for signing articles for a 
prize fight in this state. 

Stuart stated to the representatives of 
the Southern Associated Press that he 
would wait until Fitzsimmons arrived in 
this city to get his mgnature to the arti- 
cles. The Australian is due here in about 
ten days. The Texan said further that if 
Fitzsimmons objected to Fox or Smith as 
stakeholders he would let Bob pame 
any three men de desired and from these 
Stuart would try to legt a stake holder. 


Undoubtedly Siler will be. Satipfactory, to 


Fitzsimmons as referee and as far as can 
be learned both Stuart and Corbett are 
anxious to méet the Antipodean more than 
half way in order to get onto a fight. 
Corbett seems perfectly satisfied that 
Stuart can bring off the contest and it 
appears as if tie Texan promoter is equally 
so that no apparent obstacles 


or ‘his manager, Julian, finds blocks to put 
in the way. As matters now stand the 
question of supremacy as between Corbett 
and Fitzsimmons is in a fair way of set- 
tlement.

SHARKEY GETS THE MONEY 


JUDGE SANDERSON THROWS THE 
INJUNCTION OUT OF COURT. 


Sailor’s Counsel Claimed There Was 
No Difference Between a Glove 
Comtest and Prize Fight. 


San Francisco, December 17.—Arguments 
were begun in the Fitzsimmons-Shar- 
key case this morning. General Barnes, 
counsel for the sailor, moved to dismiss 
the injunction on the ground that there 
was no distinction between a glove con- 
test and a prize fight. Attorney Friedrich, 
fur Fitzsimmons, asked the court not to 
consider outside matters, but to decide ac- 
cording to the allegations, 

At the conclusion of the arguments Judge 
Sanderson said this was the first time the 
matter had been presented; fhe former pro- 
ceedings were merely the taking of depo- 
sitions, no distinction being made between 
a glove contest and a prize fight. He, there 
fore, dismissed the injunction and threw 
the case out of court. This is a victory 
for Sharkey,

DE LOME SAYS MACEO LIVES 


Quite a Change Has Come Over the 


Diplomat Since News of Insurg- 
‘ent’s Death First Came. 


Washington, December 17.—(Special.)— 
The reperts coming from Cuba that 
Maceo, the insurgent leader, is not dead, 
but is at the head of his army, are con- 
strued here by the friends of the Cubans 
to be the work of the Spaniards, who have 
become alarmed lest this government should 
take some decided stand favorable to Cu- 
ban independence, ' growing out of the 


alleged betrayal and murder of the insur- 


gent leader. 

The Spanish minister here, who on Tues- 
day last celebrated Maceo’s death by a 
round of joyous feasts and diplomatic 
hilarity, exhibiting dispatches from Madrid 
confirming the report that Maceo was in 
truth dead, is tonight seeking to make be- 
lieve that the dispatch from Havana to- 
day saying that Maceo ie really living ts 
the truth.

Young Man Wipes Out an Old Grudge 
with Murder.

DEAD MAN WAS A WEALTHY PLANTER 


Assassin Once Stood High but Was 
' Indicted for Arson and Is 
Now a Fugitive. 


Selma, Ala., December 17.—(Special.)—Al- 
len Coleman, a wealthy planter and large 
land owner, was shot and instantly killed 
by West Echridge, a young planter, while 
driving home Trom the city this evening.

Recently Coleman claimed to have dis- 
covered new and important evidence 
against Ethridge and said he intended to 
prosecute him. 

Both men were in the city today and 
Ethridge left an hour after Coleman. 
Ethridge was drinking. In his buggy he 
carried a double-barreled shotgun, Both 
ot the men were in buggies and each had 
@ negro driver beside him. . 

Just before reaching Pinywood creek, 
Coleman's driver heard a vehicle Whind 
him amd pulled to one side to let it pass. 
It was Ethridge, and just as he reached a 
point opposite Coleman, he called out: 

“The war is over!“ 

Leveling his gun as he spoke, Ethridge 
fired, the entire load of buckshot taking 
effect behind Coleman’s ear. 

Coleman sank back and fell from the 
buggy dead without a groan. 

Ethridge disappeared in the direction o: 
his home and has not since been seen. 
Coleman’s body was brought to the city 
tonight and carried to the home of J. M. 
Baker, president of the Alabama Cotton Oli 
Company. He was an uncle of Mrs. Baker. 

The wound was a horrible one. The brain 
oozed from a big hole in the back of the 
head, the left ear was torn entirely away, 
and the skull collapsed from the force of 
the shot. 

The dead man was unarmed and the eye- 
witnesses say he never knew what killed 
him, He was a bachelor, fifty years of age 
and a large land owner,, He was worth 
s.. — eS 

Sheriff Lumpkin and a determined posse 
left the city tonight to capture Ethridge.

J. J. THORNTON ASSASSINATED 


MURDERED BECAUSE HE OP- 
POSED LAWLESSNESS.. 


His Slayer Fired Through a Window 
While the Newspaper Man Was 
at Home. 


New York, December 17.—A special dis- 

patch to The Tribune from Birmingham, 
Ala., says that John J. Thornton, assistant 
editor of The Clay County Advance, pub- 
lished at Ashland, was assassinated at his 
home in that town Tuesday night. He was 
surrounded by his family, his mother being 
among the number. 
[t was just after supper and he took 
up his mandolin and was playing, when a 
load of buckshot came crashing through 
the window and penetrated the back of his 
head. Death was almost instantaneous. 
Thornton hed only recently moved to the 
town aud had no persanal enemies, but his 
connection with The Advance was signal- 
ized by its initiation of a series of articles 
denouncing certain lawless gangs and it is 
thought his assassination was by order of 
one of these gangs, the murderer to be se- 
lected by lot. No arrests have been made.

GREAT PRESTIDIGITATEUR WAS 
POWERLESS BEFORE DEATH. 


Was Stricken with Heart Failure 
While in His Private Car in 
New York State. 


Rochester, N. I., December 17.—Professor 
Alexander Hermann, the magician, who ap- 
peared at the Lyceum theater last night, 
concluding an engagement of three per- 
formences, died this morning in his private 
car while on the Buffalo, Rochester and 
Pittsburg road on his way to Rradford, Pa., 
where he was to open an engagement this 
evering. 

Professor Hermann was as well as usual 
when he left this city this morning at 
7:30 o'clock. He had passed the night in his 
private car and was in bed when word 
was sent from it to the station master 
at Great Valley that he was ill and that the 
attendance of 4 physidan was desired. 

Before a physician vould get to the car 
Hermann was dead. The car was taken on 
to Salamanca with the body. It is not yet 
known in this city what caused the ma- 
gician’s death. When he tak leave of 
Manager Pierce, of the Lyceum, after the 
performance last night he was in apparent- 
ly perfect health.

New York, December 17.—Colonel Ethan Allen, president of the Cuban League 
of the United States, which was organized the: other evening by a number of promi- 
nent New Yorkers at the Fifth avenue hotel, issued an address to the public to- 
day, in which he sets forth the principles and purposes of the organization. The ad- 
dress, after reviewing the struggle in Cuba from tts inception to the present time, 


says: 


“We are charged before the world with impotency in not protecting our own cit- 


izens against Spanish violence on Cuban soil, 


and in hushing our indignation at 


unnumbered cruelties in Cuba, while miilions of American capital there invested are 
gradually disappearing, which would be saved by the immediate intervention of 


this government. 


“Fellow citizens, it is due to ourselves, as well as to Cuba, that this record should 


be reversed. This has not been our record hitherto, 


and we are persuaded will not 


remain so now when an appeal is made to the humanity as well as to the material 


interests of our people. 


We do not propose, nor is it necessary to violate our laws. But if the laws stand 
in the way, then change the laws. We, the people, are the source of power, and may 
dictate what the law shall be, and therefore cannot shield ourselves behind statuto- 
ry phraseology from the odium of not fulfilling our natural obligations toward a 
people struggling to be free.

Thousands of Names nes Signed to Reso- 


lutions of Independence. 

New York. December 17.—The American 
friends of Cuba heid a meeting tunight at 
Grocers’ hall, which was filled. Franz 
Mayer, president of the organ ation. pre- 
sided and hung a lithograph of General 
Maceo before his desk, which excited great 
enthusiasm. The hall was decorated with 
Cuban and American flags. 

Mr. Mayer announced that he had re- 
ceived more than a thousand communica 
tions within the past few days in regard 
to Cuban aeffairs. No less than 204,000 Sig- 
natures, he said, had been secured to the 
petition circulated asking congress to act 
speedily in the Cuban matter. He also 
aunounced that twenty of those present 
had signified their willingness to enlist for 
service in Cuba, should a suitable oppor- 
tunity offer. Nearly all of the thousand 
communications which he had received, he 
said, were from those offering their ser- 
vices to fight for Cuba. President Mayer 
received letters under date of December 
15th from United States Senators Cullom, 
Mills and Cameron. Senator Cullom wrote: 

I have no doubt that all will de done 
that can consistently be done after an in- 
vestigation vf the facts touching the re- 
ported death of General Maceo, of the Cu- 
ban army.

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Senate Amends Immigration Bill So as.| * © 


NO RESTRICTION ON THEM 


Bill as Adopted Practically Recognizes 
the People of the Island. 


ALL OTHERS ARE RIGIDLY RESTRICTED 


All Persons Over Sixteen Years of 
Age, Except Cubans, Must Read 
and Write in Some Language. 


Washington, December 17.—The bill which 
passed the house of representatives last 
Seasion and for which a substitute was re- 
ported by the senate committee, to amend 
the immigration, lawe of the United States, 
Occupied the attention of the senate during 
the whole of today’s session. 

The substitute was amended in some par- 
ticulars, the enest notable amendment be- 
ing one providing that the act shall not 
apply to Cuban refugees during the exist- 
ing troubles in Cuba: and then it was 
passed by a vote of 62 to 10 and a con- 
ference asked with the house. 

The bill as passed excluded, in addition 
to those classes excluded under existing 
laws, all persons over sixteen years of 
age who cannot read and write the lan- 
guage of their native country or sume 
other language; but it does not exclude the 
wife, child, parent or grandparent of an 
admissable immigrant, notwithstanding 
their inability to read and write. 

The house amendments to the senate 
bill as to the lands of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Railroad Company were laid before 
the senate and were, on motion of Mr. Hill, 
non-concurred in and a conference usked— 
Senators Hill, Platt and Clark being ap-

The rumors and charges were not specified 
and after the convention adjourned not a 
delegate could be found who would admit 
that he knew anything about what they 
were. It was voted to hold the investiga- 
tion in executive session. It is impossible 
to get any authentic information as to the 
nature of the charges being investigated, 
but it is learned from a reliable source that 
the charges emanated from Secretary Mc- 
Craith. 

It is said that for some time past he has 
realized that his official position was in 
danger at this convention and that conse- 
quently, as a sort of protection to himsel'?, 
he has been keeping close tab on the mem- 
bers of the executive council, and that the 
charges will be to the effect that the very 
men who voted to revoke William C. Pom- 
eroy’s commission as general organizer, on 
the ground that the used his office for polit- 
ical purposes, had themselves done the 
very same thing during the recent cam- 


peign, but in the interest of a different 
party; also that while the officers of the

They 
have lanced him with their keenest sar- 
casm and have drilled holes in his state- 
ment with their averments of scientific 
fact. They have literally crucified him on 
the cross of argument and haive placed 
bitter thorns öf denunciation upon his 
brow. 

Dr. Stewart is a venerable legislator. He 
lives down at Conyers and has been in 
the habit of coming to the legislature 
every term or two for the past twenty 
years. In the senate the other day he was 
opposing the bill to require graduates from 
dental colleges to get a certificate of ex- 
cellence from a board of dental examiners 


hefore being qualified to practice dentistry. 
He said it was a put-up job to help some 
fellows who wanted to get on the board 
and declared that it was an imposition on 
the young dentists. He declared that he 
could teach a young man dentistry in 
fourteen days. The next morning he was 
careful to revise this statement by saying 
that he referred to the single feature of 
teeth-pulling, but notwithstanding this 
the dentists all over the state made for 
him with their battle axes. They were 
after his gore. They said he did not know 
anything about- dentistry or anything else 
and many really uncomplimentary refer- 
ences were made to the senator. These 
continued to pour in, in spite of the senatcr’s 
statement tempering his original remark. 
The dentists didn’t consider his revised 
statement worth considering since he had 
openly made the other, so chey continued 
to pierce him with cruel shafts of argu- 
ment and to heap cards of abuse upon 
him. 

Dr. Stewart suldenly awoke to find him- 
self in the enjoyment of a curious brand of 
fame. He does not enjoy it. He has writ- 
ten a card in which he has clearly set 
forth his position, but the dentists are 
still after him. ‘ 

If anything should happen to his teeth 
within the next quarter of a century it 
would be well for him to allow them to 
run ‘without repairs. The dentists are 
laying for him, 


PLAINTIFFS SECURE A DECREE. 


‘Judge Henry Orders a Receiver for a 


Cedartown Firm. 

Rome, Ga., December 17.—(Special.)— 
Judge Henry today decided in favor of the 
plaintiffs in the case of A. W. Tedeastle & 
Co. and Langston & Woodson, against Bunn 
Bros., of Cedartown, on a petition for in- 
junction and the appointment of a receiver. 

In the decree Judge Henry provides that 
a receiver be appointed to take charge of 
the store and stock of goods and to dispose 
of them for the benefit of the creditors. He 
allows the Bank of Cedartown and A. W. 
Tedcastle & Co. to dispose of certain col- 
lateral for the payment of debts due them, 
the residue to go to the receiver. 

The nominal assets of Bunn _ Bros. 
amount to $20,000 or $30,000, and the claims 
of the plaintiffs amount to about $5,000. 
When the firm assigned it designated a 
number of preferred creditors and the de- 
cree provides that the plaintiffs shall be 
held accountable for any loss sustained by 
the preferred creditors in case they fail 
to make good the allegations set forth in 
the petition for a receiver.

New York, December 17.—The conditions 
incident to stalled trains that are supposed 
to obtain only in the far west were to be 
found quite near at hand last night. The 
tracks uf the Leong Island railroad were 
piled high with snow and many trains 
were stalled for hours. 

Two trains from Point Jefferson and 
Northport respectively for Long City, were 
blocked betwee1 Westbury and Mineola 
and the passengers were compelled to pass 
the night in the cars. The frains started 
out at 5:30 yesterday. afternoon and did 
not get through until 11 o’clock this 
morning. The passengers made themselves 
as comfortable as possible. 

They kept the fires in the stoves burning 
brightly and sent foraging parties among 
the farmers, who returned with an abun- 
dant food supply. Then the snowbound pas- 
sengers proceeded to eat, after which some 
of them gathered around the stoves and 
told stories, while others settled themselves 
in their seats and went to sleep. 

The eastbound trains from Long Island 
City to Waverley did not get through until 
ll o’clock today. 

The passengers passed the night in the 
same manner as those stalled on the west- 
bound trains. 


TWO EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS 


ENGLAND DISTURBED BY QUIV- 
ERING WAVES OF GROUND. 


Houses Moved, Doors Thrown Open 
and Loud Reports Were Heard. 
Woman Dies of Fright. 


London, December 17.—Two strong 
shocks of earthquake were felt throughout 
Wales, Midlands and south of England 
early this morning. The first shock oc- 
curred at 3 o’olock and the second at half- 
past 5 o'clock, the waives passing from 
west to east. 

Houses were violently shaken, beds were 
moved from their places, doors were 
forced open and furniture overturned. 

Telegrams from all quarters concur in 
the statement that the first shock was 
thirty seconds in duration, followed by a 
loud rumblingj sound and minor tremblings 
of the earth. The second shock was 
shorter. but more severe. Many peopie in 
Windsor, Cheltenham and other places 
rushed out of their houses, but no one was 
hurt. The cathedral at Hereford was dam- 
aged somewhat, but nevether serious dam- 
age is reported. 

The area of the seismic disturbances was 
unusually Wile, extending hundreds of 
from London north to Lincoln, 
thence west to Lancashire, scuth through 
Wales to Taunton and southeast to South- 
ampton, over 200 towns and villages being 
affected. There were, however, no fatali- 
ties except in the case of the woman who 
died from fright at Hereford. The tele- 
graph lines were not affected. The at- 
taches of the Greenwich observatory say 
that the galvonometer which registers the 
earth. currents, showed a very slight dis- 
turbamce at the time of the shocks, The 
authorities at the Stoney Hurst observa- 
tory say that their galvanometers shawed 
no indication whatever of a seismic dis- 
turbance, 

At Hereford the rumbling sound was fol- 
lowed by two crashes. Men and woman 
rushed from their houses into the streeis 
and one woman died from fright. 

At Ruthin the shocks were accompanied 
by thunder and lightning and for fifteen 
seconds there was a distinct movement of 
the earth. 

At Liverpool the shocks were followed by 
thunder, lightning and bail and there were 
similar manifestations at Bridgeworth, 
where the streets at first seemed to be on 
fire for several seconds. After this there 
was a violent report followed by a heavy 
shock, Only a slight quaking sensation was 
felt at Manchester, Birmingham and in the 
northwestern part of London. The damage 
was not serious anywhere, 


CREOLE BEAT THE EL NORTE 


NEW CROMWELL COASTER WAS 
THREE HOURS IN THE LEAD. * 
New Orleans People Say the Kansas 
Citys Did Not Lead in the Race 
to Savannah. 5 


New Orleans, December 17.—The ocean 
race from New York to New Orleans be- 
tween the crack ships of the rival steam- 
ship companies. came to an end at 3:15 
o’clock this afternoon, when the new steam- 
er, Creole. of the Cromwell Line, tied up at 
its wharf. The El Norte, of the Morgan 
line, reached Algiers nearly three hours 
later, 

The new ship behaved splendidly on her 
first trip. There was no breakdown of any- 
thing although she never slowed up from 
the time she left New-York. The ships ex- 
perienced rough weather and adverse winds 
all the way across the gulf or they would 
have arrived several hours earlier. 

The El Norte left New York Saturday at 
8:30 o’clock in the afternoon. The Creole 
left at 4:20 o'clock in the afternoon. The 
Kansas City, which claims to have easily 
beaten both vessels to Savannah, left at 
3 o'clock, half an hour earlier than the Ei 
Norte, and an hour and twenty minutes 
ahead of the Creole. As the Kansas City 
nas been repeatedly beaten by the El Norte 
the claim that she easily beat both ships to 
Savannah is declared absurd. When the 
Creole arrived this afternoon she was 
greeted with a big welcome. . 

Every whistle in the harber sounded and 
a big crowd was at the wharf. Ei Norte 
made a record-breaking run in November 
of last year, running from New York to 
her wharf at Algiers in four days and thir- 
teen hours and twenty minutes. The new 
Cheole is, therefore; several hours behind 
the El Norte’s record and also behind that 
of her sister ship, the El Rio.

THE CORONER ON THE WITNESS STAND 


Official Swears Evidence Was 
Same as That Given at the 
Inquest—The Speeches.

Douglasville, Ga., December 17.—(Special.) 
Loyd James's fate is now in the hands of 
the twelve jurors. 

Shortly after 6 o'clock this evening the 
jury, having heard the judge’s charge, 
filed out of the courtroom into the jury 
room to make a verdict, but up to midnight 
a conclusion had not been reached. 

The case opened this morning at 8:30 
o'clock, and counsel for the defense ten- 
dered as evidence the original manuscript 
of the testimony of Charley Mc- 
Kelvey and wife, given before the coroner’s 
jury the day following the tragedy. The 
state objected to the admission of it on the 
ground that D. W. Price, who did the writ- 
ing, had previously sworn that he could 
not say whether or not everything con- 
tained therein was unequivocally the same 
as stated by the witness. Price was again 
put upon the stand, and said he was one 
of the first to arrive at the scene of the 
killing, and remaining awake there all 
night, was physically and mentally incapac- 
tated for taking down the evidence with 
perfect accuracy; that he only made a 
brief of it, and by the request of the cor- 
oner wrote it out in full the next day. 

The object of the defendant’s counsel in 
submitting ‘the manuscript was to show 
that the statements made by Mrs. McKel- 
vey at the coroner’s investigation materi- 
ally differed from those given by her on 
the trial, as to the language used by the 
deceased to James immediately before the 
shooting occurred. 

Judge Janes ruled that it was inadmissi- 
ble on the grounds that Price would not 
Swear to the absolute correctness of its 
contents. 

Charley McKelvey and his wife were re- 
introduced by the state in rebuttal of de- 
fendant’s statement. 

Judge John G. Maxwell, who was fore- 
man of the coroner’s jury, was also sworn 
by the state and said that the statements 
made by McKelvey and wife were in sub- 
Stance the same as made by them at the 
coroner’s inquest. 

Here the introduction of witnesses ended 
and argument by the counsel began. 

Colonel B. G. Griggs opened for the state 
and held the jury’s attention for more than 
an hour. He was followed by Colonels W. 
A. and J. 8. James, for the defendant, 
who consumed about three hours. 

Solicitor general W. T. Roberts closed 
for the state. He spoke about two hours 
without notes, and handled the voluminous 
evidence in an accurate manner. 

The charge of the court to the jury began 
at 5:30 o’clock and was lengthy and ex- 
haustive. 

It is generally conceded that a verdict 
will be reached by morning.

The charges were 
repeated there. Then came Senator Carters 
reply, reciting the charges made in his 
speech and the resolution. And thus it 
went, following every step which had been 
taken in the senate prior to the transmis- 
sion of the Battle resolution to the house. 

Investigation Proposed. 

Mr. Felder, of Fulton offered a resolution 
as soon as the reading was over directing 
the speaker to appoint à committee of 
nine to investigate the charges of the sena- 
tor from the thirty-first and report to the 
governor in recess. 

Then, on the report of this committee, the 
governor should, in his diseretion, call the 
general assembly together in special ses- 
sion to proceed with impeachment pro- 
ceedings if the evidence should warrant. 
Mr. Felder subsequently amended his res- 
olution so that it read as owed 5 

“Wher rom the rty- 
fret cstrict pio N charges of 
misconduct against two of the udges of 
the superior court of the state o Georgia, 
namely, Judges J. L. Sweat and Seaborn 
Reese. of the Brunswick and Northern cir- 
cuits, ‘respectively, and that this house has 


been officially informed by a message from 
the senate of the charges made; therefore, 


be it 
“Resolved, That a committee of nine 


members of the house be appointed to in- 
vestigate said charges, with the privilege 
of sitting in vacation, with power and au- 
thority, which is hereby conferred, to sub- 
poena witnesses and to do all other things 
needful to secure a full and satisfactory 
investigation of said charges; be it further 

“Resolved, That said committee make its 
report to the governor of the state, who 
shall be empowered in his discretion to con- 
vene the general assembly in extraordinary 
session for the purpose of instituting im- 
peachment proceedings.”’ 

Warm Debate on the Question. 

This started a flood of resolutions and de- 
bate. Two other distinct propositions were 
embodied in these resolutions so that all 
together there were three propositions be- 
fore the house. 

Mr. Felder proposed that a committee be 
appointed to sit in recess and take evidence 
sufficient to see whether there was really 
any merit in the charges preferred by 
Senator Carter. This committee was to make 
a report to the governor and if he thought 
that their evidence warranted it, he should 
be empowered to call the general assmbly 
together in extra session in order that 
fmpeachment proceedings could be begun. 

Mr.- Blalock, of Fayette, opposed this on 
the ground that a committtee sitting in 
recess and a subsequent session of the 
assembly would entail on the state a heavy 
expense. He proposed as a substitute a res- 
olution that a committee be appointed at 
this session, but that it should not begin 
its investigation until the first day of the 
next session, which would be in October, 
1897. 

Mr. Phinizy, of Richmond, proposed that 
the house should at once begin an investi- 
gation and that it should confinue in ses- 
sion until the charges were proved false 
or sustained. 

Too Serious to Postpone. 

Mr. Felder argued that there should be 
no such delay as would result from the 
adoption of Mr. Blalock’s resolution. This 
is too serious a matter to be kept pending 
for ten months with the accused judges 
under a cloud of suspicion. If they are 
guilty they should be impeached and their 
commissions revoked. On the other hand, 
if they have been done an injustice they 
should be as promptly vindicated. The 
committee should consist of men whose 
probity and standing in the state would 
give their finding weight. 

“I am unalterably opposed to a farce, 
Mr, Speaker,” exclaimed the gentleman 
from Fulton. “I would not have a com- 
mittee that would start out with a bucket 
of whitewash and a brush, but a committee 
composed of members of this house who 
wovld go to the bettom of these charges 
and make a fair, impartial and honest re- 
pert on the evidence.“ 

Mr. Blalock, in urging the adoption of 
his resolution, said that it would be very 
cxpensive to have a committee git in recess 
to take evidence and it would greatly in- 
crease the expense to call the general as- 
sembly together in extraordinary session. 
He did not see that the house was called 
upon to investigate every Uttle old charge 
that was brought by anonymous writers. 


Mr. Phinizy, of Richmond, said that the 
general assembly ought not to adjourn with 
these charges uninvestigated. The reputa- 
tion of the state was at stake. He referred

ed that Senator Carter had embodied the 
charges contained in that article in his 
statement and had offered to furnish wit- 
nesses to substantiate them. 

Mr. Copeland, of Walker, said the house 
ought not to act hastily in the matter and 
that the charges could be investigated dur- 
ing the next session with the same results 
as if the committee should be allowed to 
sit during the recess, and at less expense. 

Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, was about to 
speak on the resolution when a motion to 
adjourn until 7:30 o’clock was made and 
carried. 

At the Night Session. 

The house resumed consideration of the 
Carter charges against the judiciary at 7:45 
o’clock last night. 

Mr. Copeland, of Walker, offered a sub- 
stitute to the resolutions and amendments 
pending, providing that a committee be ap- 
pointed to consider the charges and to re- 
port this morning at 10 o'clock as to 
whether the charges should be further con- 
sidered at this session. 

Mr. Swift, of Elbert, offered a resolution 
on the line of some of the others, covering 
the matter. 

Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, said the matter 
was too serious to be delayed. The ques- 
tion of expense should not be considered for 
one moment. For the first time in the his- 
tory of Georgia charges had been preferred 
against the judiciary, and he thought the 
house should proceed at once to look into 
the matter. He said the state could not af- 
ford to let the charges hang over the ju- 
diciary, and he hoped action would be taken 
to bring the matter to a speedy hearing. 

Mr. Boynton Suggests a Plan. 

Ex-Governor Boynton, of Spalding, se- 
cured the floor and he reviewed the several 
resolutions before the house, He said he 
would make a suggestion which might be 
a means of solving the problem. His idea 
was that if the general assembly could 
finish up all of its business by 12 o’clock 
tonight there would yet remain two days of 
the session of fifty days allowed by law. It 
might be possible for the general assembly 
to take a recess for twenty or thirty days 
and in the meantime the investigating com- 
mittee could look into the charges and re- 
port to the general assembly when it re- 
assembled, and it could then be determined 
if the house desired to prefer articles of 
impeachment against the accused judges. 

Mr. Boynton moved that a committee of 
five be appointed to consider all of the reso- 
lutions on the clerk’s desk and report in 
thirty minutes which of the several plans 
it would be advisable to adopt. 

The motion was offered in the shape of 
an amendment to Mr. Copeland's resolution 
and the latter was adopted. Acting Speaker 
Slaton, of Fulton, appointed Ex-Governor 
Boynton as chairman and Mr. Copeland of 
Walker, Mr. Meldrim of Chatham, Mr. Pat- 
ton of Thomas, and Mr. Thomas of Clarke, 
as the committee. 

Mr. Meldrim Makes a Report. 

At 10 o’clock the special committee re- 
turned to the house and announced that it 
was ready to make a report. Mr. Meldrim, 
of Chatham, submitted the report and the 
resolutions given above. 

Mr. Meldrim said the idea of the com- 
mittee was that if anything be done to 
tLe motion it should be done quickly. He 
said that in justice to the two judges and 
the state, some action should be taxen look- 
ing to a speedy investigation of the 
charges. 

Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, opposed the re- 
port of the committee aud the resolutions 
offered as a settlement of the question. 
He said it would entail a great expense. 
upon the people to hold an extra session 
and that the investigating committee could 
report at the next session as well. 

Mr. Whitaker, of Heard, opposed the 
report. He said it would cost the taxpayers 
too much to hold an extra session to in- 
vestigate the charges before the next ses- 
sion. 

The People Would Approve. 

Mr. Thomas, of Clarke, said the people 
of Georgia would approve the action of the 
members of the general assembly in puri- 
fying the judiciary at any cost. He said 
taxes amounted to nothing when the han- 
esty of the state and its judiciary is in 
question. He said it would be unjust to 
allow the judges to stand under the cloud 
thrown around them by the charges. 

Mr. Edwards, of Haralson, offered an 
amendment that the words“ first Wednesday 
in February“ be stricken out and the words 
“fourth Wednesday in October’ inserted, 
which date will be the regular day for as- 
sembling the general assembly im 1897. 

The amendment was lost. 

Mr. Boyd, of McDuffie, asked if under the 
resolution charges against other judges 
could be investigated by the committee. 
The chair ruled that the investigation would 
be confined to the charges against only the 
two judges named.

HOUSE ADOPTS RESOLUTION FA- 
VORING CLASSIFICATION, 


Bill To Abolish Three Days of Grace 
Defeated—Senate Bills Passed 
| in the House. 


The joint resolution of Mr. Hamby, of 
Rabun, to request Georgia’s representatives 
and senators in congress to lend their sup- 
port to the bill pending in congress pro- 
viding for the classification of the clerks 
in the first and second class postofifices, 
was taken up at the night session of the 
house and the resolutron was unanimously 
adopted. ‘ 

Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, explained the 
reolution, and said it was simple in its 
provisions. The bill in question is one 
which is supported by thousands of clerks 
in postoffices all over the country and it 
will greatly benefit the clerks should it 
pass, The classification will raise the sala- 
ries of the clerks and put them on a more 
satisfactory footing. The clerks in the At- 
lanta postoffice have been active in work- 
ing for the passage of the resolution 
through the general assembly. 


To Abolish Days of Grace. 

The bill by Mr. Johnson, of Hall, to 
abolish the “three days of grace“ on all 
papers payable at banks, was next taken 
up. The bill was reported favorably by 
the committee on banks. Mr. Johnson said 
the banks wanted the bill passed. The 
house could pass the bill if tt wanted to, 
just as the members desired. He said mem- 
bers could vote against the bill because 
the bankers wanted it if they saw fit. Mr. 
Johnson said the three days of grace 
causes complications and that it is an 
unnecessary and useless custom. He said 
many states had abolished the custom and 
that there was no reason why Georgia 
should not do likewise, 

Mr. West, of Lowndes, opposed the bill. 
Mr. Thomson, of Morgan, favored it. Mr. 
Swift, ot Elbert, said as chairman of the 
committee on banks he had investigated 
the matter and fo that all the bankers 
Wanted the)bill ed. He said the days 
of grace are of mo benefit to any one 
and he hoped the bill would be passed.

This section 1293, though, has never been 
definitely settled to the satisfaction of the 
railroad people. Judge Calhoun acknowi- 
edges the wording of the law is so unintel- 
ligible' it is impossible to interpret the 
correct meaning. The railroad people are 
arrested and brought into police court when 
they claim they don’t know when they are 
violating or cbeying the law.

| SUES DOCTORS WHO SENT HIM 


Plaintiff’s Bill Replete with the Most 
Sensational Charges. 


SAYS HIS INCOME WAS USED BY THEM 


— — 


Declares That Two Physicians Wanted 
His Place and a Third Wanted 


Regular Remittances. 


Mobile, Ala., December 17.—(Special.)— 
On October ith Frisbie Tilgham McKaig, 
native of Cumberland. Md., @ prominent 
young physician of this city, was agijudged 
insane and incarcerated in the state in- 
gane asylum at Tuscaloosa as an indigent 
patient. The examination of McKaig was 
made by Drs. James A. Abrahams, Paul 
Acker, Niel McKinnon and Herman A. 
Mohr. | . 

McKaig was sent to the asylum. under 
protest of himself and his mother. He re- 
mained there thirty-nine days and recentiy 
returned here. Today he filed suit for $20,000 
damages against the four physicians col- 
lectively. The bill avers that Dr. Mohr 
Was a partner of McKaig and his best 
friend; that Mohr knew McKaig had a com- 
fortable income from Maryland real estate 
and that there was no necessity for in- 
carcerating him as an indigent patient. 

The bill goes to gay Dr. McKaig had made 
a will leaving all of his property in case of 
death to Dr. Mohr, and that while at the 
asylum as an indigent Dr. Mohr was en- 
joying his income. The bill further avers 
that Dr. McKaig had a profitable position 
as lecturer at a local medical college, and 
that Drs. Acker and Abrahams were appli- 
tants for the place, and that after his in- 
carceration Dr. Abrahams got the position. 
The last count declares that the plaintiff 
has been physically impaired by eating 
and associating with ind‘gent lunatics, and 
has been ruined professionally. 

The defendants are prominent physicians. 
Dr. Acker is county physician, Dr. Abra- 
hams is city physician, Dr. Mohr is well 
known and belongs to an aristocratic fam- 
ily. Dr. McKinnon is a native of Canada. 

The defense will be that Dr. McKaig was 
willing to be confined in the asylum for 
reasons that will be fully brought out at 
the hearing. They will say his income was 
not sufficient to meet Dr. McKaig’s ex- 
penses and those of h!s mother. 

Dr. Mekaig is about thirty-two years 
old. He belongs to a prominent family in 
Cumberland, Md. He is a cousin of Ver- 
win McKaig, a wealthy iron maaufa<turer 
at Cumberland, and is also a kinsman of 
ex-Congressman McKaig. Five years ago 
he came to Mobile with his mother and 
graduated in medicine at a local college 
and was regarded as one of the brightest 
professional men here.

SOUTH-BUILDS RAILROADS. 


BHOWS LARGEST PERCENTAGE 
OF MILEAGE IN COUNTRY. 


Construction of Lines Has Been Great- 
er in the South Than in Any 
Section of the Country. 


Baltimore, December 17.—The Manufact- 
urers’ Record publishes ceports showing the 
aggregate amount of railroad building in 
the ‘south during the last twelve months, 
the total for that time being 590 miles, 
against 692 miles in 1895. While this shows 
a decrease of 100 miles, it is believed that 
the proportionate decrease throughout the 
country has been very much larger, and 
that the south has this year built a larger 
percentage of the total mileage of the 
country than ever before. The details show 
the mileage by states as follows: 

Maryland, 17; West Virginia, 19; North 
Carolina, 27; South Carolina, 9; Georgia, 67; 
Florida, 80; Alabama, 26; Mississippi, 66; 
Louisiana, 87; Texas, 77; Arkansas, 91; Ten- 
nessee, 4; Kentucky, 17. |

CREDITORS MAY WITHDRAW THEIR SUITS 


Until the First of the Year the Stock 
and Assets Will Be Sold in the 
Usual Course of Business.

The order is very important, as it con- 
tains many directions to the permanent re- 
ceiver. The order in full is as follows: 

“All parties hereto consenting, it is or- 
dered and adjudged that G. H. Miller be 
and he is hereby appointed permanent re- 
ceiver of all the assetrn of said defendant, 
said Peacock, Dunwody & Haugh, and the 
temporary receiver, Willis E. Ragan, is 
hereby authorized and required to turn over 
all of such assets in his hands to said per- 
manent receiver, and upon doing so, he 
shall be completely exonerated and relieved 
from all further responsibility connected 
therewith. 

“It is further ordered that the perma- 
nent receiver do pay said Willis E. Ragan 
the sum of $500, which shall be in full of 
his ‘claim for services rendered by such as 
assignee in the premises. 

“It is further ordered that said receiver 
do pay off the mortgages of the Third Na- 
tional bank, Watkins & Deane, D. M. 
Roberts & Co., and Everett-Ridley-Ragan 
Company, as the moneys may come in from 
sales as hereafter ordered. 

“It is further ordered that said receiver 
shall keep the stock of merchandise and 
fixtures insured to an amount as near $50,000 
as he can by diligence secure and be au- 
thorized to decrease the same as the stock 
may be reduced by sales.

NEW BUILDINGS TO GO UP. 


Block of Business Houses To Be Built 
on Site of Markham House. 

A block of stores six stories high will 

soon be erected on the old Markham house 


lot. 

This property is jointly owned by Dr. R. 
D. Spalding, John Silvey and others and is 
one ‘of the most valuable lots in the city, 
being within seventy-five feet of the union 
depot.

POWELL-SIEVEKING. 


Violinist and Pianist in Concert at 
the Grand Last Night. 


Sieveking and Powell were the stars at 
the second of the Metropolitan concerts’ 
given at the Grand opera house last night. 
It was not so large an audience nor 80 
brilliant from the standpoint of dress as 
was the one which greeted Nordica a few 
weeks before. Nor was the concert the 
equal of the initial one in some other re- 
spects, but, withal, it was very satisfying 
to those of musical training. So much was 
said in advance that there is little left to 
be told that is new of the capabilities 
the limitations of the artists; certainly 
nothing occurs in the half hour which in- 
tervenes between the last echo of applause 
and midnight. 

It is hardly the part of the brief chroni- 
cler to say which of the two stars was of 
the greater magnitude when they them 
selves have been unable to settle the vex- 
ed question to their own mutual satisfac- 
tion in the time that has elapsed since their 
joint tour began. Miss Maud Powell holds 
au unique rank. among violinists. One 
would say on seeing her draw her bow 
across the strings a half dozen times that 
she studied under Joachim. The bowing 
and the breadth of tone are peculiar to 
that master. She was down for two num 
bers, but of course there were recalls. 
The first was a Mendelsshon number in 8 
minor. There was no great outburst of 
enthusiasm, but the best musicians who 
sat under her magic art appreciated it 
thoroughly. She had a recall and gave a 
selection from Favre, which struck a more 
popular chord and there was generous ap- 
plause, 4 — 

Later she gave “Fantasie de Faust, by 
Wieniowski, which was brilliantly execiit- 
ed and three recaile followed, she re- 
sponding with St. Patrick's Day,” ““Vienx-~- 
temps,’’ Schubert’s “Seranade” and “Hun- 
garian Dances,“ Nachez. The audience be- 
came more appreciative as she grew gra- 
clous and the applause swept over the au- 
ditorium in swelling waves. She has great 
art and the professional analyst could 
elaborate an interesting column on hér 
short division of notes and all that. Her 
tone is broad and firm. Sometimes the 
Strings sing and one can imagine a full 
orchestra. Again they sigh so gently that 
zephyrs were almost harsh beside them. 
That touch can be as delicate as firm, 
and to the injudicious at least it is more 
impressive when dying than when swelling. 
She played to both the artistic and the 
inartistic and charmed both. . 

Herr Sieveking is making his first tour 
of America. He was over once before, 
but played only a short engagemént ‘n 
Boston and disappeared. Later, de- 
veloped that he had thurried back to his 
own land, where he is the pride of his peo- 
ple. It is true that his fingers are of steel 
or the nearest approach to it that human 
muscle can attain. His numbers were Cho- 
pin’s Fantasie,.“ F minor, ‘The Ange- 
jus,“ by himself; Liszt’s arrangement of 
Mendelssohn’s Auf Flugeln des Geson- 
ges.“ and Sieveking’s Valse de Concert.” 
There was range enough of style to illus- 
trate his talent. This pianist from Holland 
has great technique, though not claiming 
to be a Rosenthal. The Chopin work was 
brilliantly done. The Angelus” breathed 
a spirit of poetry and the suggestion of the 
chimes in the distance was realistic. He 
had two recalls and one of them was re- 
sponded to with a delightful composition of 
his own, “Wald Sprache.” He was rather 
partial to Sieveking’s own work, but it 
was brilliant at times, and aroused en- 
thusiasm. - 

The rest of the programme was given by 
Chevalier di Bossini, Mr. Xanten and Miss 
Miner. The first named has a dramatic 
barytone, full of fire and soul! He was re- 
called at each appearance, but it was not 
until he gave “Carmela,” responding with 
Mozart’s “Serenade to Don Juan,” playing 
his own accompaniment the last time, that 
he got all the credit which wag his due. 

Mr. Xanten rendered the familiar “Salve 
di Mora,” from Faust, and Palms as an 
encore, winning moderate applause, a part 
of the audience being rather critical. 

Miss Miner grew upon acquaintance and 
her second and third numbers were more 
pleasing to her audience than her first. She 
Bang a selection from Thomas and respond- 
ed with the Last Rose of Summer,” which 
she rendered without the usual adjunct of 
the rose. She has a sweet soprano, sym- 
pathetic naturally, and in her last appear- 
ance as a soloist, rendering Because I Love 
You So,” by Hawley, she pleased her hear- 
ers very much.

ter of a century elapsed before it was 
considered necessary to increase the size 
of the cabinet by the addition of another 
portfolio. At length, in the year 1829, 
during the administration of Andrew 
Jackson, the postmaster general became 
a cabinet officer, increasing the num- 
ber of portfolios to six. 

With the rapid growth of the coun- 
try in wealth and population, together 
with the need of providing for the In- 
dians and old soldiers, it soon became 
necessary to create another department. 
Accordingly in 1849 the secretary of the 
interior became a member of the pres- 
ident’s cabinet. No further changes 
were made until a few years ago, when 
the head of the agricultural department 
was dignified with a portfolio. Sen- 
ator Justin S. Morrill, of Vermont, who 
still occupies a seat in the senate, is 
the father of the agricultural bureau. 

Still another addition to the cabinet is 
contemplated by our lawmakers. On ac- 
count of the varied commercial interests 
of the country it is claimed that a bu- 
reau of commerce should be created. 
Just at this time it is difficult to say 
whether or not the contemplated change 
will be put into effect, although the de- 
mand for such a department will doubt- 
less become more urgent from year to 
year.

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An Interesting Decision. 

A few days ago Justice Roger A. Pry- 
or, of New York, rendered a decision 
which will doubtless offend some of 
our adopted citizens. 

In this decision Justice Pryor refuses 
to give the sanction of the bench to a 
measure which seeks to incorporate the 
Hungarian Social Club. 

The reason for this judicial refusal is 
based upon the objects of the proposed 
organization. Expressed in the language 
of the by-laws these objects are to in- 
spire love and devotion for the mother 
country and to preserve and propagate 
the Hungarian language and literature. 

Justice Pryor contends that natural- 
ized citizens are disloyal to the govern- 
ment under which they live in seeking 
to perpetuate their devotion to the coun- 
try which they have abandoned. He 
takes the position that when a foreign- 
er assumes the privileges and obliga- 
tions of American citizenship his first 
and only duty, as well as his supreme 
pleasure, should be to promote the wel- 
fare of his adopted land. Instead of 
preserving his individuality as a foreign- 
born citizen. he should sever the ties of 
allegiance which bind him to his birth- 
place, and become a thorough American 
citizen. 

While the decision of the New York 
justice is a rather harsh one, it is nev- 
ertheless a matter of very great import- 

ance that foreigners should catch the 
| spirit of our government and identify 
themselves with American interests, and 
while every individual should love the 
home of his birth it should not take 
the form of an organized movement such 
as the one in question. It not only 
savors of disloyalty to the government, 
but it tends to weaken the tie which 
binds him to his adopted land.

would be of great damage to the whole- 
sale merchants of the state should the 
measure become a law. 

Colonel Glenn argued the question before 
the committee in the interest of the as- 
sociation, asking the members of the com- 
,,mittee to give the merchants an oppor- 
tunity to give their side of the matter be- 
fore anything was done by the committee, 

A number of prominent merchants were 
present before the senate committee and 
several addressed the committee on the 
subject. The session was very important, 
as the merchants state that the passage of 
the bill would be a most serious thing for 
them nov. 

What Colonel Glenn Says. 

J am surprised that the bill did not at- 
tract attention earlier,“ said Colonel Glenn 
last night. “It simply means that the 
wholesale merchants of the state must sit 
with hande tied while the trusts of the 
east and west operate as usual. The pas- 
sage of the bill will not do what it was 
intended, as it will affect no others but 
Georgia merchants, and will let the mer- 
chants of other states operate as they 
please.“ 

He said the merchants were greatly in- 

terested in the matter, as it would most 
seriously affect them should it become a 
law, 
Mr. Stewart Woodson, president of the 
chamber of commerce, was also present, 
representing the chamber of commerce. 
He urged that no action be taken looking 
toward a favorable report until the mer- 
chants of the state could be notified and 
could have an opportunity to give thoir 
reasons why they are opposed to the bill. 

Said Mr. Woodson: 

“It seems fo have passed the house 
without any consideration except a few 
speeches directed against trusts and ccm- 
binations. The various features of the bill 
never had an intelligent discussion util 
it reached the senate committee, and un- 
fortunately for those in opposition to the 
din the senate committee are likely to 
yield to the popular clamor for ‘anti-trust 
legislation.“ 

Many telegrams were received yesterday 
asking that the senate committee be urged 
to delay action for the present. The whole- 
tale merchants of Savannah wired the 
representatives in regard to the matter, 
and nearly every city of any commercial 
value sent telegirams to their representa- 
tives. 

Mr. J. E. Maddox is actively at work 
' against the passage of the bill by the sen- 
ate. He was seen yesterday, and said that 
the merchants of Atlanta and all other 
Georgia towns would be compelled to let 
prices be what they would, as they could 
not interfere should the senate committee 
report favorably and the bill should be- 
come a law. 

Mr. Maddox said: 

J am opposed to the passage of the mis- 
named anti-trust bill, because the bill can- 
not do what its authors intend. We all 
agree in our devotion to Georgia’s industrial 
and commercial enterprises, and our oppo- 
sition to the gigantic trusts that exist in 
80 many states. The bill before the senate 
seeks to prevent these trusts. As the com- 
binattions which this is aimed at are not 
formed in this state, but are the creatures 
of other states, this bill cannot touch them 
in any respect at all. It therefore cannot 
be effective against outside comb‘nations, 
as this would interfere with imterstate 
traffic. 

Nearly all the wholesale merchants of 
this staté sell certain lines of goods under 
what is known as ‘equality plan.’ This se- 
cures a uniform price to all merchants, 
and enables the poor merchant to buy at 
the same price as ‘his more fortunate rich 
competitor. This uniform system cannot 
be brought about except by mutual agree- 
ment. These mutual agreements, whether 
they advance prices, or even if intended to 
reduce prices to consumers, will be con- 
trary to this law, and subject the offender 
to a criminal prosecution. Manufacturers 
of this state cannot reduce by mutual agree- 
ment or any arrangement ‘the cost of their 
goods to consumers. As paradoxical as this 
may seem, it is nevertheless one of the 


such fine or such imprisonment. 

Seo. 4. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That the provisions of 
this act shall not apply to agricultural 
products or live stock while in the pos- 
session of the producer or raiser. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That any person or 
persons or corporation that may be in- 
jured or damaged by any such arrange- 
ment, contract, agreement, trust or combi- 
nation, described in section 1 of this act, 
may sue for and recover, in any court of 
competent jurisdiction in this state; of 
any person, persons or corporation, the full 
consideration or sum paid by him or them 
for any goods, wares, merchandise or ar- 
ticles the sale of which is controlled by such 
combination or trust. 

“Sec. 7. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid,.That it shall be the 
duty of the judges of the superior courts 
of this state specially to instruct the juries 
as to the provisions of this act. 

“Sec. 8. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That all laws and parts 
of laws in conflict with the provisions of 
this act be, and the same are, hereby re- 


pealed.

The senate bill by Mr. Purner, of the 
thirty-seventh, to prohibit the taking of 
orders for intoxicating liquors in counties 
where the sale of the same is prohibifed 
was the first senate bill taken up for a 
third reading. The hill was put upon its 
passage and, failing to receive a constitu- 
tional majority of 88, it was lost. The yoto 
was 77 for and 18 against the bill. Mr. Hill, 
of Troup, gave notice that he would move 
for a reconsideration this morning. 

The bill by Senator Comas, of the third 
district, to make it umlawful for any per- 
son to practice law, medicine or dentistry 
without having paid all special tax levied 
upon said professions was next taken up. 
The bill was passed as amended. 


Reports of Tax Collectors. 

The bill by Senator Sheffield, of the ninth, 
to require tax collectors to make monthly 
reports of taxes collected and to pay over 
the same to the proper persons was next 
in order. The bill was passed. 

The next bill taken up was by Mr. 
Knowles, of Fulton, to amend the charter 
of Battle Hill. The senate amendments 
were concurred in and the bill was passed. 

The next bill by Senator Comas, to au- 
thorize the ordinary of Appling county to 
organize chaingangs of the misdemeanor 
convicts of that county and work them 
on the public roads, was passed. 

The bill by Senator Brinson to authorize 
the town of Milton to issue bonds for 
school purposes was read the third time 
and passed. 

The bill by Senator Golightly to fix the 
pay of the treasurer of Meriwether county 
at the same as received by treasurers under 
the general law was passed. 

Western and Atlantic Right-of-Way. 

The senate resolution by Senator Battle 
to allow the Atlanta, Knoxville and North- 
ern railroad the use of the right of way 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad near 
Marietta was next taken up. The same 
privilege was allowed the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad before its absorp- 
tion by the Atlanta, Knoxville and North- 
ern. The bill requires the Atlanta, Knox- 
ville and Northern railroad to pay for the 
use of the right of way. The bill was 
passed. 

The bill by Mr. Reid, of Bibb, to protect 
game was passed as amended by the sen- 
ate. 

The senate resolution requesting the gen- 
eral assembly of Tennessee to file for 
record certain maps of the property of tho 
Western and Atlantic railroad was next 
teken up. It was adopted. 


CITIZENS’ CLUB WINS. 


The Hot Fight from Savannah Ended 
in the Liberal’s Defeat. 

The fight which was transferred from Sa- 

vannah to Atlanta over abolishing one of 

the city offices was ended yesterday and the 


Citizens’ Club won. 

The office was the commissioner of public 
works, which was established one year ago 
and filled by the appointment of Harry Wil- 
link, who is a member of the Citizens’ Club, 
This office was not to the liking of the 
Libéral Club and it was an issue in the 
county campaign. Chatham's three repre- 
sentatives—Messrs, P. W. Meldrim, J. J. 
McDonough and William Duncan were 
elected for the express purpose of securing 
the repeal of the act establishing the office 
of commissioner of public works. 

A bill to abolish the office was introduced 
in the house by Chatham’s representatives. 
No fight was made on the Dill in the house 
and it passed there unanimously. The Citi- 
zens’ Club reserved their fire for the sen- 
ate, where Senator Geiger, from the first 
district, was opposed to the bill abolishing 
the office. 

The committee on corporations made an 
adverse report, Senator Geiger had the bill 
called up at the morning session and asked 
that the committee’s report be sustained. 

Senator Hopkins, of the seventh, argued 
in favor of the passage of the bill. He said 
that he did not like to interfere in a local 
matter as a rule, but he considered this bill 
presented an exception.

stead of forty-nime. A debate arose on that 
proposition, and as long as the sentiment of 
the house was taken by voice and division 
Messrs. Fogarty and Johnson were backed 
up by what seemed a majority of the 
house, but when the dread yeas and nays 
were taken on the amendment members 
feared the wrath of their constituents and 
gave up the clamor for the amount of one 
day’s pay, $4. 

Mr. Meldrim, of Chatham, Mr. Hall, of 
Coweta, Mr. Boynton, of Spalding, Mr. 
Blalock, of Fayette, and othe.s spoke 
against the amendment. Mr. Meldrim said 
it was proposed to assert the mathematical 
absurdity that forty-nine makes fifty, and 
Mr. Hall, of Coweta, said that it was pal- 
pably plain that members could not, mor- 
ally or legally, draw pay for fifty days 
while they will have only served forty- 
nine days. This point was made prominent 
in the discussion, and when the vote was 
taken 106 members voted against the amend- 
ment, while ten voted for it. 


Limit Had Already Expired. 
Mr. Hogan, of Lincoln, made the point 
that under a strict construction of the con- 
stitution the fifty days limit fixed for the 
session had already expired. He said the 
16th was ‘the last day. 


It was explained that the session con- 


tinues after the 16th because four days 
were taken out of the session by reason 
of the national election adjournment of 
three days and the one day adjournment 
in respect to the memory of Colonel R. 
U. Hardeman. 

Mr. Johnson and Mr. Fogarty maintained 
that the members are entitled to fifty days’ 
pay, and they said next Sunday should be 
included in the session, making the full 
fifty days. They said the members had 
lost a great deal of time, and that they 
should receive pay for fifty days, although 
the assembly will have been in actual ses- 
sion but forty-nine days. 


Mr. Johnson Changes Front. 

The matter was discussed at length, 
and the amendment was finally voted down 
as stated. Mr. Johnson voted against the 
amendment when His name was called. ex- 
plaining ‘that he believed members were 
entitled to fifty days’ pay, but yielding 
to the opinions of those who thought dif- 
ferently, he would vote against the amend- 
ment.

Simmons, C. J.—I. The production of a 
paper belonging to a wife and which is in 
the custody of either herself or her attor- 
ney, cannot be compelled for the purpose of 
using the same as evidence for the state 
in the trial of a criminal case against the 
husband, by serving a subpoena duces 
tecum or other process, either upon the wife 
or the attorney, or upon both. Under such 
circumstances, the paper in question is so 
far “inaccessible” as that secondary evi- 
dence of its contents is admissible. 

2. On a trial for the offense of being a 
common cheat and swindler, alleged to 
have been committed by making false and 
fraudulent representations corcerning the 
wealth ard commercial respectability of 
the accused, and thus obtaining the goods 
of the prosecutor, it is competent for the 
state to prove that the accused, at or about 
the same time, made similar representa- 
tions to another for the purpose of fraud- 
ulently obtainirg his goods. Evidence of 
this character ‘s admissible as tending to 
show a fraudulent intent and scheme on 
the part of the accused to obtain the prop- 
erty of others without paying for the same, 
and as warranting an inference that the 
transaction with the prosecutor in the case 
on trial was made in pursuance of the same 
general purpose, 

. While under the ruling of this court 
in Lamar v. Pearre, 90 Ga. 377, statements 
contained in an unsworn petition, plea or 
answer filed in a civil case and signed by 
counsel only, would, in the trial of another

THE INTEREST FOOTS UP 38,000 


Eight City Bonds Which Are Lost Are 
Valuable. 

The ten coupon bonds, for $1,000 each, on 
which no interest has been collected since 
1886, were a part of a $300,000 bond issue of 
May, 1872. 

These bonds were issued by the city and 
given to the Georgia Western Railway 
Company, which is now known as the 
Georgia Pacific, and the final day of re- 
demption is January, 1902, at the National 
Park bank, in the city of New York. They 
were issued under an ordinance of March 
9, 1872, with J. H. James, mayor, and J. W. 
Goldsmith, treasurer. 

The numbers run from 126 to 135 inclusive 
and Treasurer Orme’s books show that 
the amount of interest now due is ap- 
proximately $8,000. These bonds were float- 
ed at 8 per cent and made payable to 
bearer, so that if they are still in existence 
the party who will find them and produce 
them will receive for his trouble 318, 000. 

Another feature which presents itself in 
connection with this question of city bonds 
is the reduction of interest which has 
steadily been effected in floating these 
obligations. 

Back in the seventies, and at the time 
of the very bond issue under cons‘deration, 
the interest coupons all called for 8 and 
sometimes 10 per cent. This exorbitant 
rate was not diminished until Captain 
English became maior, about 1882, and 
then it was that the first break was made. 
Captain Robert Lo was chairman of 
the fimance committee when an ordinance 
was passed authorizing a bond issue and 
was the first to succeed in placing any at 
5 per cent. From that time on Atlanta 
has steadily pulled down the interest on 
her obligations and today she stands next 
to the very lowest. 

The American Banker recently publish- 


ed a tabulated list of the credit rate of 


cities of not less than 5,000 in population, 
and in this classification Atlanta is quoted 
at 4%, while out of a list of several hun- 
dred towns there are only two given at 
8 and the majority range between 4% and 5. 

This is the best possible evidence of the 
growth of Atlanta and the confidence the 
outside world has in her. 
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ELECTION OCCURS JANUARY 2D 


There Will Be a Lively Fight on Both 
the North Side and the 
South Side. 


The election to fill the offices of justices of 
the peace is the next that is on the list. 
It takes place on January 2d, and is begin- 
ning to excite the attention of the candi- 
dates and their friends. The applicants for 
the office are numerous, and they are all 
working the town and speaking as if the 
race had already been won. 

In the 14d district, which is on the north 
side of the city, there are many candidates 
im the field. They are 8. H. Landrum, 
for re-election: L. R. Brooks, 8. Frank 
Warren, J. P. Culberson and G. W. Pat- 
terson. 7 

In the 1026th district, which is on the south 
side of the city, there are nine candidates 
in the field, and they are losing no time 
in sdliciting votes. They are E. H. Orr, 
for re-election; Jim Harper, Joseph H. 
Smith, N. S. Culpepper, W. J. Speairs, A. 
J. Walker, John W. Humphries and B. 
L. Hearn. 

All of the candidates in each district have 
the names of constables. on their ‘tickets 
who are helping them make the race. 
Most of them announced for the office dur- 
ing last August, and they have since been 
working the town, soliciting votes from 
their friends and acquaintances. 

Many of them have been making ac- 
tive canvasses, and all of them are con- 
fident of being eleeted. Some of them have 
used the mails in soliciting votes, and it is 
safe to say that every voter in the city 
has received notices from the candidates. It 
will be remembered that for a time there 
was no little difficulty about the registra- 
tion, and for a time those who were seek- 
ing the offices were sorely troubled, but the 
legislature finally stepped in and fixed 
things for the candidates, and from the 
present outlook, everything will move along 
smoothly. 

The difficulty was that the law: stated 
that the registration for one year could 
not be used im an election held in the 
succeeding year. It further provided that 
the registration books must close twenty 
days before any election, and as the elec- 
tion for justices of the peace takes place om 
the 2d of January, and as twenty days in 
January would extend beyond the 2d 
day, it followed that there could have 
been no legal election for the office. 

The legislature, however, took a hand in 
the matter, and a bill was passed provid- 
ing that in the election for justices of the 
peace the registration for the preeeding 
yeaf.must be used. This does away with 
this thorn, but there are several others in 
the flesh of the candidates. West End con- 
tributes to the support of the justices, but 
that part of the city will not be entitled 
to vote-in the coming election, unless the 
county commissioners take speedy action 
in regard, to the petition wich requested 
them to change the boundary line of West 
End so as to allow the residents of that 
part of the city to vote in the election. 

Under the present law there can be but 
ohe place for voting for a justice of the 
peace, and that is the place that is used for 
the holding of the justice courts. Now there 
are about 6,000 voters on the south side of 
the city and about the same number on the 
ncerth side, and it is impossibie for 5,000 
people to vote at the same place on the 
Same day.

Christmas Customs and Superstitions 

Through ail time, it seems to a student 
of religious and superstitious history, the 
season of Christmas has been celebrated 
in one Way or another, and it is odd to go 
back into the customs that obtain today 
and find that many of them originated 
not as we imagined soon afier the coming 
of Christ, but long before that when they 
resulted itn the heathen superstitions of 
some barbaric people If, indeed, many 
of them came after Christ they were cus- 
toms not created out of love for Him, 
but through the worship of the sun gods, 
vikings and snow. king, known to the Teu- 
tonic races during their early days. From 
an interesting article in Lippencott’s, for 
instance, we learn that the yule tide had 
its origin in the celebration of the feast 
of Fra, the sun god, and that the conspicu- 
ousness of the boar’s head at these feasts 
was because it was a boar who drew the 
sun god’s chariot over the winter snows. 
The funny part of it was that the beasts 
for these feasts were killed and eaten in 
those early times in the name of the 
devil, whom the heathens thought to propi- 
tlate by burnt offerings, and when 
Saint Augustine sent his Christian mis- 
sionaries into the land of the Saxon 
and Teuton he conjured them to engraft 
Christian customs gently and persuade the 
people to celebrate the season in giving 
thanks to God imstead of begging mercy 
from his satanic majesty, and so it was 
that the new Christianity was engrafted 
on the old paganiam. 

The custom of decorating the houses 
with evergreens is very ancient. The Jews 
practiced it in the feast of Tabernacles, a 
feast very much like our Christmas. 

The world tree, Yggdrasil, of the Scandi- 
navians, Was an evergreen, stretching its 
branches to the uttermost parts of the 
earth, its tcpmost boughs to heaven, its 
roots to hell. 

The gieen of the pagan and ancient Jew- 
ish festivals seems most appropriate at the 
feast in honor of “the one whose name 
is the Branch.’ 

The favorite evergreens of the Saxons 
were ivy, holly, beys. 

Whosoever against holly do cry 
In a rope shall be hung full high, 
Allelu‘a! 
Get tvy and hull (holly), woman, deck up 
thine house.“ 

Autrey cites a curious custom .of Ox- 
fordshire. The maid servant was wont to 
ask the man for fvy to trim the house, and 
if he refused, or neglected it, a pair of 
his breeches were stolen and nailed upon 
the gateway. 

The mistletoe also belongs to Christmas. 
Its very mention carries one back past the 
Druids to Aenaes, who could descend to 
Ave’nus only if he bore to Proserpine the 
“golden-rayed plant.“ With what eager- 
ness he sought its hiding place “among 
the dark fclisage of the two-fold tree!“ 
With what joy ke plucked it, his open se- 
game to the infernal regions! 

It will not te astonishing to learn that 
the custom of kissing beneath the mistletoe 
is one of pagan descent, for the Christian 
religion gives no license for the fancies of 
feminine hopes and vanities. The Druids 
began the custcm of mistletoe kissing, and 
a Druid maiden who failed to be kissed 
beneath the mistletoe at Christmas was 
doomed to remain unmarried during the 
following year. 

Mention is made in Shakespeare’s plays 
of “wassel.”” In Hamlet, the king takes 
his rouse, keeps wassail, and the swagger- 
ing upspring reels —a custom which, Ham- 
let scornfully observes, is more honored in 
the breach than the observance.’ 

The Britons were justly celebrated both 
for their capacity for drinks and for their 
skill in originating them. The early drinks 
were wine, mead, cider, ale, pigment, clarre 
and hippocras. Ale was especially esteemed, 

“The nut-brown ale, the nut-brown are, 
Puts down all drinks when it is stale.“ 

The jolly, wandering musicians confident- 
ly expected a blackjack of ale and a Christ- 
mas pie. 

A remnant of the English wassail seems 
to have drifted to us in the Christmas egg 
nog. Not more than two decades ago the 


‘Mistress of many an American home was 


wont to rise before daybreak and with the 
help of her maids prepare a huge bowl of 
eggnog, of which each member of the 
family drank, servants as well, and to 
which each chance guest of the Christmas 
morn was invited. 

Not many years ago the entire Christmas 
week was generally considered a period of 


| feasting and revelry through many of the 
‘United States, although never extending to 


twelfth night, as in England since the days 
of King Alfred. 

There are many superstitions connected 
with the coming of Christmas itself. To the 
cock has, from time immemorial, been at- 
tributed unwonted energy and sagacity at 
that season. Even now it is common io 
hear one say, when he is heard crowing 
in the stillness of the November and De- 
cember nights, The cock is crowing for 
christmas. He is supposed to do this for 
the purpose of scaring off the evil spirits 
from the holy season. 

The bees were said to sing, the cattle 
to kneel, in honor of the manger, and the 
sheep to go in procession in commemoration 
of the visit of the angel to the shepherds.

London is a 
city of fads, and the fad of the moment 
rules. In literary gatherings there is un- 
varying courtesy and good feeling, it seems 
to me, and that accounts, perhaps, for the 
many small fry who find their way into 
such places. They are treated as well as 
the big people, and as for the women, I 
don’t wonder there are so many following 
the profession of literature. The men treat 
them so well, they are encouraged and 
made so much of.“ 

In giving her reasons for preferring Lon- 
don to any other place, Mrs. Atherton said: 
„1 think that N literary men and women 
have material for success in them it is more 
quickly developed here. In the first place, 
there is the atmosphere created by centu- 
ries of literary endeavor. Then there is the 
background of traditions; the dead seem 
almost as vital in England as the living. 
I should never be surprised if I came face 
to face with Shakespeare or Thackeray on 
the street, to say nothing of dozen of 
others, great and small. For five months 
I lived between Newstead Abbey and 
Byron’s tomb, and I assure you I got a lot 
of satisfa:tion out of him, although he 
never had the grace to appear.” 

Mrs. Atherton’s last story, “A Whirl 
Asunder had its scenes, it will be re- 
called, laid in the red-wood forests of Cali- 
fornia, and it will be remembered also that 
it was in this tale that she first began the 
expression of her convictions as to the pre- 
ponderance of soul in the masculine British 
bosom. 

The book took well in London, but it was 


tar less clever and far less daring than 


some of her earlier stories. At least, it was 
merely sensational without being daring at 
all. She is undoubtedly a woman of talent 
and a woman of quick, ep'grammatic wit, 
which is not always allied either to talent 
or genius, and she will probably find some 
stronger way of showing her gifts and air- 
ing her epigrams than through absurd and 
easily refuted arguments in sensational 
papers.—M. A., in Leslie's Weekly.

Three letters from a bright Atlanta wo- 
man, written from three distant and pic- 
turesque parts of the world, will de of 
much more than passing interest to At- 
lantians because of the personality of the 
writer, her social popularity and the origi- 
nality of her point of view. 

The clever writer is Mrs. Josephine In- 
man Richardson. Miss Josephine Inman 
that was, who is now on an extended 
bridal tour which has embraced India, 
Japan and the countries of Europe, Mrs. 
Richardson has written frequent letters 
to her father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. 


Hugh T. Inman, and it is from three of 
these very interesting letters that the 
following quotations are made. That she 
is a bright, observant and appreciative 
traveler her letters very clearly show. 

The first two were written from Singa- 
pore, Malay peninsula, half way round 
the world, on the same day. They were 
sent in opposite directions to see which 
would reach Atlanta first. One came via 
San Francisco, the other via London. Mr. 
and Mrs. Richardson reached Singapore 
after nine days on the China sea and after 
a long tour of China. Of the trip Mrs. 
Richardson says: 

“The steamer is old and not very clean, 
Dut the weather was fine and the sea 
calm. From Bombay we will probably con- 
tinue by this same route, if we hear there 
is no danger from the plague. This disease 
originates in filth. It seldom attacks Euro- 
peans. The bacteria gets into the flesh, 
* rapidly, soon killing the victim. 
The hotel here is most picturesque and 
the bathroom is extremely odd. It has a 
slanting cement floor and a big earthen jar 
for a tub. The China boy in attendance 
refused to put fresh water in for a second 
bath and we had to call the manager 
about it. 

“Singapore belongs to the British and is 
on an island, as is Hong Kong, with lots of 
soldiers and a military atmosphere. When 
we landed yesterday afternoon a lot of 
native boys came alongiside the ship diving 
for money. They were in little dugouts 
and when the coin was thrown into the 
water they would jump in, leaving boat and 
oar floating. Many of them are almost 
raised in the water. This is one of the 
few places in the east where a ship comes 
up to the dock, and this one, is three miles 
from town, so we got into the funniest 
little pony carriage, looked just like a 
box with shutters in the windows, and 
simply flow uptown. I never saw an animal 
go so fast. 

“Singapore is only eighty miles from the 
equator, so the climate is about the same 
all the year round, varying only two de- 
grees, from 79 to 81, but it is very hot and 
I would not like to live here.” 

Mrs. Richardson draws a delightful pict- 
ure of life in Ceylon in a letter written from 
Newara E’Luja, on that island. She de- 
clares it to be the sweetest and most restful 
place she has found in all her long jour- 
ney and says the climate is delightfully 
cool, Newara E’Luja being 5,000 feet above 
the, sea level, 

Ceylon, she says, is much like Hawaii in 
those parts where the altitude does not 
exceed 2,000 feet above the sea. The scen- 
ery is tropical and magnificent, The moun- 
tains are covered with tea bushes and tea 
raising is the great industry—here in At- 
lanta we know of the Ceylon tea. 

She describes a tour through one of the 
large tea factories where the tea leaves are 
rolled and dried. The Ceylonese have pro- 
gressed much farther in the processes of 
preparing tea than the Chinese, for in China 
it is rolled by hand and dried in the sun, 
The Chinese plan is more satisfactory to 
the consumer, but requires much longer 
time. 

She writes of a unique character met in 
the steamer ffom Shanghai to Hong Kong, 
an Englishman, who follows the strange 
but profitable profession of tea tasting. This 
is his business and he makes a fine income 
from it. 

In describing the railroad from Colombo, 
175 miles long, built by the English, Mrs. 
Richardson pays a high compliment to the 
British people. 

“Every day,” says she, “I am more 
struck with the solidity of everything un- 
dertaken by the English.“ 

Of the trip from Colombo to Kandy she 
says: 

“The scenery along the railroad is won- 
derful, and we reached Kandy at 11 o’clock, 
drove around in the afternoon; went to the 
botanical gardens at Peradenia, which are 
Said to be the most beautiful in the world. 
Those at Singapore are so called also, but 
those at Peradenia are really wonderful. 
Every plant known in the tropics can be 
seen there, and being kept up by the gov- 
ernment nothing is wanting. Palms grow 
seventy-five feet high, and bamboo one foot 
in diameter. Your much-valued aldamanda 
is very common and grows to an enormous 
size, and calla lilies and lantana grow wild. 
It seems strange that the intense heat does 
not parch everything, but it is because of 
the enormous quantity of rain, about sixty 
to seventy-five inches, so that the ground 
is always damp. The vapors rising from 
this is what makes fevers, and I should 
think the climate very unhealthy. The na- 
tives are queer people and here you see 
the rings in noses, ete., to your heart’s 
content. The larger the hole in the ear the 
better, so it seems, and as soon as a heavy 
ring makes the hole large enough another 
one is put in, and so on like keys on a 
ring, until half a dosen or more hang, and 
in around the top of the ear, too, and in 
in the nose and on the toes, and yet dressed 
in rags. Many of them have very pretty 
features, with long black wavy hair. Men 
and women are so alike that you can hardly 
tell them apart. The young children wear a 
heavy silver ring around their waist as 
their only clothing, and they are carried 
astride across the mother’s hip. We were 

ust twenty-four hours in Kandy, reaching 

ere vesterday afternoon. We felt the 
change in the atmosphere immediately on 
leaving the train, and put on our coats for 
the five-mile drive to the hotel. This is 
very like St. Moritz, with pretty lake and 
mountains all around.“ 

Of Colombo, Ceylon, Mrs. Richardson 
writes: 

We are very much pleased with the city 
of Colombo and are at a very comfortable 
hotel on the beach. A large race course, all 
sod, as they are tn England, is just in front 
and many cocoanuts. It reminds us of Hono- 
lulu, and the jungles in part of the island 
are very tropkal. I never saw the sun 
shine with such brilliancy, and the rays 
being so direct are very dangerous unless 
one is careful, so we have bought the pith 
hats that are so Gnivetseliy worn by for- 
el rs, which keep the head perfectly cool. 

e go from one os to another and 
find things so totally different that we 
feel that we are in a new world, except for 
the ever-present Englishman, whose where- 
abouts are to the e214 of the earth. It is 
wonderful that they keep together so vast 
an empire. The queen’s face is on every 
coin and the language is spoken every- 
where, and so well.“ 

Mr. and Mrs. Richardson have had a most 
delightful tour of an interesting part of the 
globe. They will return to Atlanta in the 


spring.

Speaker Jenkins's bill providing for a 
commissjoner of pardons, and amended so 
as to make the principal Keeper of the 
penitentiary hold the position, if it passes 
the senate, will add vastly to the duties 
of Keeper Joe S. Turner. 

He was asked about the new office he 
was about to receive yesterday, and stated 
that he knew nothing about it further than 


what he had heard. He was asked if he | 


could do the duties required by the bill in 
connection with his work as principal 
keeper of the penitentiary. 

“The bill.“ said Judge Turner, doesn't 
provide for any extra compensation or even 
for the wages of a clerk. In order to do 
the work required of a commi ner of 
pardons properly it would be necessary for 
me to employ a clerk. 

“The volume of work that I have to do in 
connection with the penitentfaries is such 
that it would de impossible for me to do 
the other work. If the bill passes, however, 
I will undertake to do the work to the best 
of my ability.” : 

Judge Turner’s duties, after he is appoint- 
ed commissioner of pardons, will be to re- 
ceive all applications and recommend such 
as he sees fit to the governor. He will have 
to look into all cases, and where he finds 
a person deserving to be pardoned it will 
de his duty to recommend the same to the 
governor. 

The bill as introduced by Speaker Jenkins 
made provision for a salary of $1,200 a year, 
but was amended so as to appoint the prin- 
cipal keeper of the penitentiary to the 
office without any salary whatever. , 


More Christmas Pardons. . 

Governor Atkinson made more Christmas 
presents yesterday in the shape of par- 
dons. Four lucky prisoners received their 
liberty, and will be able to spend Christmas 
with their families after a long confine- 
ment. 

Jesse Giles, who was convicted at the 
April term, 1894, of the Stewart county 
superior court of the crime of burglary, 
and sentenced to the penitentiary, was 
pardoned. 

Orange Bryant, sentenced to seven years 
in the penitentiary from the superior court 
of Talbot county for burglary, was pardon- 
ed. He has already served five years of his 
sentence, and is over sixty years of age. 

Charieston Singleton, who was convicted 
of forgery from the superior court of Hous- 
ton county and sentenced to three years 
in the penitentiary, was pardoned.. The 
amount for which he forged was only five 
dollars. He was sixteen years of age at the 
time the deed was done, and has served 
two years of his sentence. 

Houston Sirmons, sentenced from Brooks 
superior court for the crime of burglary to 
twenty years in the penitentiary, received 
his pardon yesterday. His pardon was urged 
by the trial judge and by the penitentary 
committee,

HE DROVE A SPIRITED HORSE 


The Animal Ran Away and Driver 
Thrown to the Pavement—Now 


at Grady. Hospital. 


As a result of a runaway on Decatur 
street yesterday afternoon, John W. Mayer, 
a young man twenty-five years of age, 
formerly of Louisville, Ky., but now of 
Atlanta, lies in the Grady hospital in a pre- 
carious condition.

At the corner of Piedmont and Decatur 
the horse became frightened at something 
and darted down the street with lightning 
rapidity. Mayer was unable to stop the 
frenzied animal. The horse, w'th the 
buckboard btmping over the rocks after 
him, passed Bell street like a flach and pro- 
ceeded on toward Fort street. 


Collided with a Dray. 


At the correr of Fort an old dray was 
standing, being loaded. The wheels of the 
buckboard czught in the front wheels of 
the dray, bringing the runaway to a dead 
standstill. So great was the shock that 
the horse was etripped of his harness and 
Mayer was thrown headforemost over the 
wheels to the hard pavement, striking on 
his head. 

For a moment he lay stunned and bleed- 
ing. Officer Wimbush happened to be pass- 


‘trate ferm. The blood was oozing copious- 
ly from two dargerous wourds on his head, 
and he gave every indication of being se- 
riously injured, 

The ambulance was hastily summoned 
and Mayer taken to the hospital. The phy- 
sicians dressed his wounds and after many 
hours of faithful work succeeded in bring- 
ing back to life. 

In the meantime the horse had dashed 
on dcwn the street, but was captured sev- 
eral blocks below without having done any 
further damage. 

Mayer’s. home is in St. Louis, where he 
is said to have a wife and several children.

TRY 
Fertilizer Manufacturers Appear Before 
Railroad Commission. 


MR. PURSE MAKES STATEMENT 


Mr. Comer of Savannah, Mr. Green 
and Mr. Adair of Atlanta and 
Others Make Arguments. 


The Georgia railroad commission bad un- 
der consideration yesterday morning the 
question of reducing the rate on fertiliz- 
ers 25 per cent in the state. The matter was 
discussed by prominent railroad men and 
prominent fertilizer manufacturers. The 
hearing occupied all the morning and It 
was not until well in the afternoon that 
the commissioners were given a chance to 
consider the question. 

The fight for the reduction in the rate 
was led by Mr. D. G. Purse, of the Savan- 
nah burea‘' of transpcrtation. He present- 
ed to the commission a long written argu- 
ment and statement of why the reduction 
asked for should be made. 

In the paper he went to show that a 
reducticn of the local rate would be in a 
manner a protection to the fertilizers whose 
factories are iccated in Georgia. 

He led the fight all during the hearing 
and made many strong arguments for his 
side of the question. He represented all 
the fertilizer companies and spoke for 
them all. He gave many reasons why the 
tate should be reduced and showed where 
it would benefit the planter as much us any 
one else. 

After the ccrmpletion of Mr. Purse’s ar- 
grment, Mr. Joseph M. Brown, of the West- 
ern and Atlantic road, spoke against the 
reduction of the rete. His talk was short, 
since he had come there with no inten- 
of taking pert in the proceedings. It was 
an inoppcrtune time, he said, for the rate 
to be reduced. It was already low enough. 
However low the local rate might be made, 
the outs de factories would take advantage 
of it and make competition with the ferti- 
lizer men eren stronger than it is now. 

Mr. John M. Green, one of the most prom- 
inent fertilizer nanufacturrcs in this city, 
made a few remerks. The cost of the 
fertilizer, he said, is now 30 per cent cheaper 
than it was when the factories were first 
erected. The railroad rate, however, was 
ihe same. 

“Would the consumer get the benefit of 
this reduction you want?“ asked Chairman 
Trammell, “and does the buver get the 
berefit of any change in the rate?“ 

The consumer and buyer are both ben- 
efited,’”’ said Mr. Green. Their benefit is 
as great us that of any one else.“ 

Mr. H. M. Comer, president of the Cen- 
tral railrcad, end who has interests in the 
manufacturing. of fertilizers in this state, 
was the next one to speak for the mainte- 
nance of the present rate. 

“J havent heard a single argument,” said 
Mr. Comer, “to the effect that the rates on 
fertilizers are too high in themesatves or 
that they are tco high relatively.” It 
was on this line that Mr. Comer argued. 
He showed where the rate cn the fertilizers 
Was not too high in itself, or too high as 
compared with the local rate in other 
states. He showed that the average con- 
sumption of fertilizers is 200 pounds to the 
acre, and at the rate the reduction was 
asked for the farmer would save only about 
& cents on every acre. 

The rates in this state, he sald, are ‘ower 
than they are in any other cotton raising 
state in the union, which goes to show that 
the rates are not too high in themselves, 
There was no earthly reason, he said, for 
a reduction in the rate. 

He stated that when the fertilizers were 
selling at a higher price the cars which 
hatiled them went to the ports ioaded with 
cotton and returned loaded with fertilizers. ° 
Now they go to the ports empty and return 
lorded with fertilizers, making it cost 
the railroads a great amount more for 
transportation. 

Colonel Trammell told Mr. Comer that he 
must take into consideration the fact that 
the amount of fertilizer now used as com- 
pared to then is vastly more. He asked if 
this didn’t justify the haul. 

“It may justify the haul,” said Mr. Co- 
mer, but it doesn’t justify the reduction of 
rate nere asked for. I deny the proposition 
that it is any business of this commission 
to foster home industries. I don’t think 
they should tax the railroads by lowering 
the rate to help any enterprise.“ 

He stated that a reduction of the local 
rate would not change the relative rate at 
all, The reduction would in no wuy penetit 
a single enterprise. It would hurt the roads, 
“he said, without helping any one except 
the planters to the extent of 3 cents per 
acre, 

Mr. Adair denied the proposition that a 
reduction of the rate would not help the 
manufacturers. It would help them increase 
their trade, he said, and would do no little 
toward hé@iping the farmer. 

Mr. James Menzies, assistant general 
freight agent of the Plant system, argued 
that the reduction of 25 per cent asked for 
would reduce the Savannah rate 50 vents, 
while it would only reduce the Atlanta rate 
25 cents. What was there, he said, to pre- 
vent the Charleston people from taking ad- 
vantage of this Savannah rate and selling 
more fertilizer in Georgia than the local 
factories? 

He made a strong argument on this point 
and went to show that the Savannah rate 
would necessarily be taken by the Charles- 
ton people, in which case the reduction 
would do more harm than good to the fer- 
tilizer men in Georgia. 

Mr. Menzies’s argument was answered by 
Mr. Purse and the others present favoring 
the reduction, and the hearing was closed. 
The commission is now considering the mat- 
ter and it is one of the most important 
matters that have been before it for a long 
while. The railroad men are fighting the 
reduction and the fertilizer manufacturers 
are fighting hard for it. The outcome is 
watched with interest by people throughout 
the state,
